‘Eminent Men Issue Ad- 
dress on the. Tariff. 


Charles F. Adams, Geo. Foster 
Peabody, Tom Johnson and 
Others Denounce Protection 
and Say It Is Time to Consol- 
idate Free Trade Sentiment.

New York. July 4.—The following 
address on the tariff was made pub- 


lic here today: 
To the Citizens of the United States: 

The apparent acceptance in some 
degree of the so-called protective pol- 
icy by the present congressional rep- 
fesentatives of both the political par- 
ties—-the Republicans championing 
protection with incidental revenue, 
and the Democrats urging revenue 
with incidental protection—might be- 
get the impression that our nation 
contains no men who beligve in the 
absolute and unconditioned freedom 
of trade between the peoples of the 
earth. 

The undersigned, proclaiming’ them- 
selves as free-traders, contend: 

(1) That protection erects artificial 
barriers between nations, preventing 
that natural and healthful interchange 
of products which makes for increased 
comfort, for peace, and for the soli- 
darity of mankind. 


(2) That protection, by reducing the | 


quantity of incoming foreign goods, 
reduces the buying-power repre®Bented 
by such goods and consequently sub- 
tracts from the demand for merchan- 
dise and labor which would inevitably 
be fostered by the unrestricted free- 
dom of exchange. 
Lessens Demand for Labor. 

(3) That protection, in addition to 
lessening the demand for lahor, and to 
a consequent reduction of wages, 

eatly increases the cost of neces- 
on thus becoming a  powerfu! 
agent in dragging down the condi- 
tion of our wage-earning classes. 

(4) That protection has not only be- 
come the Mother of Trusts, but that, 
by stifling foreign competition, it has 
granted them a license to prey upon 
the community. 

(6) That protection 
travagance in national expenditures, 
which, as they are paid by taxes on 
what the people consume, are in the 
main extracted from the pockets of 
the wage-earning and salaried classes. 

(6) That protection, by its methods

If these terms are 
refused, as happened in One of the 
county fights recently waged in Michi- 
gan, the league declines to participate 
in the struggle. Another position 
that the league has adhered to steadily 
is that it will support any candidate 
regardless of party who will pledge 
himself to vote for the measures which 
the league is seeking to have enacted 
into law in his particular state. The 
candidate need not hold in personal 
belief or practice to the principles 
of prohibition. All that the league ex- 
acts is a definite promise of support 
of its measures. As soon as this is 
received it begins an active campaign 
in behalf of the candidate. Its speak- 
ers are put into the district to cam- 
paign in his support, speaking in the 
churehes wherever possible, lists of 
church attendants are obtained and 
are circulated in his behalf, and nao 
effort is spared to secure every pos- 
sible vote in his support. 

This plan has caused some criticism 
of the league because of the personal 
characters of some of the men it has 
supported. The Rev. Dr. Peters, one 
of the most prominent workers for 
temperance and civic betterment in 
New York, recently declared indig- 
nantly that “provided a man vote for . 
their measures, he may be as corrupt 
as possible elsewhere and yet receive 
their commendation and support.” The 
league leaders do not deny this. Mr. 
Baker’s position is that he is not con- 
cerned with the purification of politica 
or with any other fight except that 
for the extermination of the saloon so 
far as legal enactments can extermi- 
nate it. The league admits that there, 
are other worthy causes, but so far as 
its own activities are concerned every 
other consideration is sacrificed to 
that of securing anti-liquor legisla- 
tion.

That was during the “temperance 
wave” of 1850-55, when all the New 
England states except Massachusetts, 
besides New York, Delaware, Michig- 
gan, Indiana and Iowa went “dry.” At 
‘that time, it will be observed, the 
movement was strongest, roughly 
speaking,~-in the states where it is 
weakest now. It persisted for vary- 
ing periods in these different states, 
but ultimately all of them except 
Maine went back to ‘the system of 
regulating the sale of liquor by law. 
There are some noteworthy differ- 
ences between the movement that at- 
tained such proportions in the early 
fifties and that of the present day. The 
earlier crusade was primarily a tem- 
perance campaign. It was an appeal 
to the individual to stop the use of 
drink and was accompanied by the 
formation of many temperance socie- 
ties and the signing of the pledge by 
tens of thousands of persons. The 
adoption of prohibition laws followed 
as a result of the change that took 
place, temporarily at least, in the con- 
victions @6f a large proportion of the 
population. In the present campaign 
the procedure is exactly opposite. Ef- 
fort is concentrated on the enactment 
of prohibitory laws on the theory that 
if the sale of liquor can be stopped by 
law the individual will be forced to 
practice abstention. The success of 
this theory depends ultimately upon 
the question whether prohibition is or 
can be fully enforced. e experi- 
ment is young in most states and there 
is abundant evidence that the laws 
are widely evaded, as is indicated by 
the official revenue figures which 
show the displacement of beer and the 
lighter beverages in these states by 
whisky and similar liquors that can be 
transported and concealed easily.

New York, July 4.—The heavy vol- 
ume of business in pig iron in the 
eastern territory has been the most 
prominent feature in the iron trade 
during the last week. Contracts have 
been placed for between 75,000 and 
80,000 tons of foundry and forge 
grades by consumers in the territory 
east of the Alleghenies. Pipe works 
have been the most active. pyprehasers, 
taking between 50,000 and 60,900 
tons. There were also some purchases 
and resales of furnace warrant iron, 
aggregating about 12,000 tons, includ- 
ing No. 3 foundry and No. 2 soft, at 
prices ranging from $11 to $11.75 for 
No, 3, and $11.26 to $12 for No, 2 soft. 

Contracts were. also placed’ for ma- 
chinery manufacturers and stove 
founders in New England, as well as 
in New Jersey, while the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad closed for %,100 tons, 
mainly for car wheel grade. Steel 
works have also come into the market 
ve basic tron, and since the ist of

Theory of Life Insurance. 
The Eastérn Underwriter presents 
the following interesting statement of 
the “Theory of life insurance in &a 


nutshell:” 

“Let us assume that 100,000 men, 
each 36 years of age, agree to unite 
in the creation of a common fund 
which is to be large enough to pay to 
the heirs of each at death the sum of 
$1,000. The mortality table indicates 
that 895 of these persons will die. 
within a year, and that, relatively, an 
increasing number will die in each 
succeeding year untfl] all are dead, the 
table assuming that none will live 
beyond the age of 986. If we as- 
sume that the fund will earn 8 per 
cent interest, then, Knowing how many 
deaths are to be provided for in each 
year until all are dead, it is only a 
problem in primary arithmetic to de- 
termine how Jarge the fund must be to 
be sufficient to pay, from year to year, 
all policies as they mature. The total 
fund to be thus created is found by 
computation to be $41,988,000, and 
therefore the total amount to be con- 
tributed by each of the 100,000 mem- 
bers would be $419.88. Leaving out 
of consideration the question of ex- 
pense, this total fund, with 3 per cent 
compound interest, will pro just 
sufficient to pay the heirg of each 
member at death the sum of $1,000, 
provided the death rate corresponds 
with the mortality table. This is the 
whole theory of life insurance in a 
nutshell. Each man buys $1,000 in- 
surance for which he pays the sum of 
$419.88 in a single premium. Some of 
these men will dje within a year; 
some will live for sixty-one years. 
No one man knows how long he him- 
self will live, but every man does 
know that he is insured for his whole 
life. and that his heirs will receive 
$1,000 at his death. Every man has 
paid for precisely the same commo- 
dity—$1,000 insurance on his life— 


‘and, all being at the same age with 


the same risk of dying within a year, 
or the same chance of living sixty- 
one years, each has paid precisely the 
same price for that insurance.” 


‘ Climbing Up. 

A report just made by Superintend- 
ent Hotchkiss, of New York state’s in- 
surance department, in response to 
legislative requirement, shows that 
while the life’ insurance companies of 
New York lost $126,213,453 of insur- 
ance in force in 1906, and $79,754,318 
in 1907, the decrease in 1908 was only 
$2,061,083. The report indicates ‘that 
the New York companies are climbing 
back rapidly to their former position. 
The falling off is said to have been the 
result of the insurance investigation 
preceding 1906, from the effects of 
which all companies that were in- 
volved have now practically recovered.

PREVENTING THEFT 


Government Grants Con- 
cession to Large Cor- 
porations. 


Have you received a letter recently, 
frdm gome large corporation, and not- 
ed that the stamp hed the appearance 
of being perforated before it was 
cangelled? 

Well, don’t be alarmed, it was never 
used twice. 

The perforation is a recent privilege 
allowed by Uncle Sam to those cor- 
porations which buy stamps in bulk, 
say $65,000 and $10,000 at a time, and 
who, heretofore have suffered a heavy 
lwes through petty thefts of them. 

This perforation is aimed to cure 
this trouble. 

The government, after due applica- 
tion and consideration allows a die 
to be made which will perforate, ‘with 
pin-like holes, the stamp and spell out 
the initials or trade mark of the cor- 
poration so that every stamp is marked, 
individually, with the initials or trade 
mark of that corporation. 


In this way it is well nf&h impossible [f 


for any dishonest clerk to steal $1.00, 
$10.00 and even*$100.00 worth of stamps 
and dispose of them without running 
a great risk of being detected. 
Holding the sheet, or even-a single 
stamp, to the light exposes the perfor- 
ated initials or mark very easily.

tested at Cleveland, O., and 
soon to have a further test by ord- 
nance experts of the government, 
promises to revolutionize light field 
artillery. The weapon is known as 
the McClean-Lissak automatic gun and 
is made in three sizes—three-pounder, 
firing solid shot or bursting shell, 100 
shots a minute, with a range of three 
and a half miles: one-pounder, firing 
similar projectiles, 150 a minute, with 
a range of three miles, and 30-caliber, 
firing 350 shots a minute, with, a 
range of two miles.’ The smaller and 
larger types of the gun are shown in 
the accompanying illustration. The 
three-pounder, the largest automatic 
gun ever made, is mounted on an au- 
tomobile truck.

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Cowpeas in July—and Irish 
Potatoes. 


As a matter of choice, I would not 
elect to plant cowpeas in July rather 
than Im June, The fact is this is not 
mpch of a planting month, anyhow. It 
comes in rather “between sedsong,” 
end is usually the hottest month of the 
year. Bat if the, space be available 
end seed is to be had at even two dol- 
lars per bushel,‘I mould put them in 
the ground. Certainly it would do 
the land more good than they would 
be worth for any ‘other purpose. But 
@n early variety of’ pea, such as ‘the 
New Era, or the ~Whippovorwiil, if 
planted hefore the 15th.of the month, 
will have ample time to mature a fair 
crop of peas—sey from July 15 to Oc- 
tober 16—three months. The New Era 
will have tripe and airy pods on the’ 
vine in sixty days. Planting late, the 
seeding shculd be heavier than when 
sowing in May and June, say one and 
a half bushels per acie, when sow- 
ing broadcast. 

These suggestions are based on the 
principle that a soil should not be 
permitted to He i@le—“rési, as our 
fethers used to call-it. The fact is 
land will not rest if left to itself, par- 
ticularly, in the spring, summer and 
fall. If not seeded in some useful crop, 
or land-rerovating plant the poorest 
soil will do the best it can with the 
seeds that may He in ite bosom—crab- 
grass or crowfoot or what not. It is 
certainly better to ploy in the seeds 
of a grain cr forage crop than to let 
worthless weeds monopolize the soil. 
Not that the said weeds are not help- 
ful to a degree as soil-renovators, 
but because our cultivated, highly de- 
veloped plants, such “as cowpeas, 
clover, soja beans, are better. By the 
way, the nention of soja beans re- 
minds that for July and August plant- 
ing this legume is probably even more 
rellable- than the cowpea. 

July is a good month in which to 
trepare for next month's plantings, 
when turnips, rape and several garden 
vegetables will be in order to plant. 

The above thoughts were: suggested 
while I wus doing the pea-and-corn- 
cropper act this hot July (2) morning, 
cn a one-sixth-acre section of my 4vuck 
serden. There were two varieties of 
peas (for teble use) and five varieties 
of corn. the latter as follows: Coun- 
try Gentleman, Stowell’s Evergreen, 
Sweet Orange, White Dent and South- 
ern Snowflake. The first named twe 
are old and popular varieties (sugar 
corn) as well also as the last two. 
Sweet Orange is a new variety bought 
of Burpee, a beeutiful yellow grain, 
ond said ta be very excellent. Snow-~ 
flake is rather too large, both stalk 
and ear, and is by no means confirmed 
in the habit of producing two ears to 
the stalk, and is very subject to smut. 

This has certainly been a good ytpr 
for some verieties of potatoes. I nad 
planted Early Rose and Bliss’ Red Tri- 
umph. Two rows of each were left 
untouched until yesterday, when they 
were dug and the yield carefully meas- 
ured by my little son, Henry George, 
and myself. The latter yielded a lit- 
tle less than at the rate of 100 bushels 
per acre; the Early Rose gave 300 
bushels per acre. The Bliss Triumph 
suffered from early blight; the Early 
Rose was not sertously injured. The 
best specinens of tubers of the latter 
weighed »ne pound cach. Mind you, I

VETCH AFTER CORN. 

James E. Thomson, Griswoldville, 
Ga.—As an experiment I think of sow- 
ing about an acre of hairy vet¢ch after : 
the-corn comes off in the: fall, and to 
have it off tn the spring early enough 
to plant cotton. I thought of plowing 
with a Dixie, and In the same furrow 
run a twister about !8 to 24 inches 
deep to break up the subsoil. What 
and how much fertilizer shall I use? 
Then cut the vetch (not too close to 
the ground) and plow all the roughage 
in, dragging it under with a chain. Is 
t a good fertilizer by itself? I think 
it is a nitrogenoug plant. I did not 
know for certain until I read in Mon- 
day’s paper that alfalfa is my old 
friend Lucerne. . 

Answer: The plan is by no means a 
nove] one and has often beeq@ advised 
by agricultural writers. “When the 
corn comes off” is rather vague as to 
time, unless your practice is to cut 
your corg and cure in the shock. The | 
vetch seed should be sown as early as 
possibie after September !, and not 
later than November I. 

I wepuld certainly mow the vetch 
vines and cure into hay. Two or three 
hundred pounds per acre of !0—4 acid 
and potash would be a good dressing 
for vetch. Vetch is a good legume 
and gathers nitrogen from the atmos- 
phere, as do most legumes. But it ts 
not itself a complete fertilizer, supply- 
ing only nitrogen and very little phos. 
phoric acid and potash. ;

ALFALFA IN CALIFORNIA. 

R. P. Sibley, "Rockmart, @a.—1. I re. 
sided several years in California, on 
no one tKere associates it with “Lu- 
cerne,” which may be of the erie 
family, but is very different in gress 
and culture from alfalfa raised n 
Utah and California. Alfalfa in coi: 
ifornia is raised on sandy, loam “ 
clay soils after they have strobe a 
ly plowed and leveled and harrowe 
finding 20 pounds alfalfa seed sowed - 
an acre, to.be all the seed needed, an 
plant it from October 1’ to March 165. 
However, that sown before January 1 
generally gives the best results, I never 
heard of any one there using manure 
or fertilizer in starting alfalfa fields. 
Their chief object is to have nd solid 
rocks or shale under it, like Georgia 
has in its upper portions of state. They 
select land as nearly level as possible, 
and make it level, if to use irrigation. 
If what is called damp land (water 
within 8 to 25 feet) irrigation is not 
essential, and on such they get from 
five to seven cuttings a year. The land 
is prepared and planted as above. 

2°. Around the’ orange districts al- 
falfa hay generally selis at $6 and $7 
a ton in the wind rows, but when 
baled at $12, according tq demang. On 
irrigated land the first cutting occurs 
about April 1, cutting every 3 or 4 
weeks, until October 15. Do not al- 
low it to go to seed, as it will not 
produce as much hay afterwards. 

2 I have never heard of it being 
cultivated like some of your peopie 
here suppose, nor do they use lime. 
Where the white alkali shows itself in 
spots in alfalfa culture, it has been 
found 2,000 pounds of “gypsum to the 
acre spread broadcast connects this and 
increases the crop. It is found that 
light brushing broadcast to cover seed 
is much better than drilling. A Ten- 
nessee man living in California told me 
he had raised horses to weigh 1,200 to 
1,500 pounds from colts in 3 years 
time, and they were fat and slick, 
without feeding any corn whatever. 

3. I have seen hogs pastured on it, 
but if you put a milch cow to pasture 
on alfalfa, one or two hours is long 
enough until she becomes used to di- 
gesting it, as I have heard of new- 
comers in California losing their fine 
“milker” by putting on green alfaifa. 
Hogs and horses did not seem to be 
so affected. 

Comments by the Editor: 1. Mr. Sib- 
ley is certainly in error in’ insisting 
that “lucerne” may be of the alfalfa 
family, but is very different in growth 
and culture from alfalfa grown in 
Utah and Californfa. Ip the first place, 
there is no such “family” of plants as 
alfalfa, but this pliant and hundreds 
of others, including all the clovers, 
cowpeas, vetches, etc. belongs to the 
lagume or pulse family. I have seen 
alfalfa growing in California, Utah, 
Arizona and New Mexico, and am en- 
tirely familiar with the same 4 
grown in Georgia. Thére is no speci 

difference between the alfalfa of the 
west and the lucerne, both belonging 
to the same genus and the same spe- 
cies, but different varieties. e 
genus is médicago and the species is 
sativa.

(I consider 
barley by far the best green food I ever 
tried for horses and cows: green clover 
next). A volunteer crop of barley grew 
On this land for two (2) years. This 
véar T aid not cut any of it, At least 
four-fifths of the crop this year proved 
to be cheat. Previous to th's year (1 
cleared the land twenty-nine years ago) 
there was no cheat on this land and 
none near it. I know in some way that 
the cheat came from this barley. 

When I plowed a field of eighteen 
acres of cotton the last ime in 1907 I 
sowed twenty-five bushels Appler oats. 
I gathered a fine crop of oats from this 
sowing in 1908, threshing some of them 
for seed. In the fall of 1908 I sowed 
fourteen acres of land with these seed. 
Two-thirds of these stalks produced 
cheat. There was no cheat in the crop 
of 1908. 

I sowed another patch, five acres, of 
these same oats—from the same field— 
in March of this year. There is no 
cheat in the March sowing. 

One of my neighbors, an intelligent 
farmer and a member of our farming 
club, says that: he never knew cheat to 
come from another grain unless the 
other grain was badly bitten by frost, 
and never knew cheat to come from 
spring sowing. Am satisfied that cheat 
(sometimes) comes from some of the 
grains. How, or what law of nature 
controls it. I know not. “I was blind, 
but can now see.” 

Comment: I have respect for the 
Opinion of my friend, the writer of 
the above, because I havé great respect 
for him as a man of intelligence and 
absolute honesty of conviction and 
Statement. But even the wisest among 
men may sometimes be deceived by 
their own senses and much the more 
by appearances. Cheat (or chess) is an 
old, well-established plant belonging 
to the great grass family, which in- 
cludes all of our so-called cereal Strains, 
corn, wheat, rye, oats, barley, as well 
as.ihe plants commonly called grass. 
Corn is zea maize, wheat is taiticum: 
barley is hordeum; oats is avena; cheat 
ds bromus (sealinus), these being gen- 
eric names. They differ from each 
other and are just as distinct as are 
the different geneva of animals such 
as sheep, goat, dog, fox, goose, duck. 
chicken, etc. These different grasses 
can no more turn into each other than 
may a goat turn. to a sheep or vice 
versa. Tag 

In every case of supposed transmu- 
tation of a cereal grain into cheat there 
is a possible explanation and in many 
instances at obvious one that lifts the 
problem from the reaim of the mys- 
terious. When cheat appears where 
wheat or other cereal was sown there 
was cheat seed either mixed with the 
seed sown, or in the soil. Cheat is 
not injured by the coldest weather— 
hence the name “arctic” grass which 
has been applied to it and under whi 
it has been sold to farmers as a newly 
discovered grass. It is much grown ih 
Oregon and Washington and produces 
a fairly good hay, perfectly wholesome. 
One véry' common explanation of the 
supposed transmutation is the fact that 
what was supposed to be heat was 
nothing else but a degenerate barley, 
Or oat or wheat—as the case might

water. To reduce fever give 1l-ounce 
doses of sweet spirits of niter three 
times a day. If kidneys fail to work 
give 1 to 2 ounces of saltpeter on 
water. Quinine may also be given in 
doses of \% to %' ounce of the sulphate. 
Stimulants (Whisky) should be given, 
if needed, when pulse falls below nor- 
mal, or carbonate of ammonia or 
aconite.
